Whereas the complainants above named have filed a 
complaint slating that they own limestone quarries near 
Phallodi village, situated at a distance of about 24 kms. 
from fbeir Cement Factory at Sawai Madhopur and 
about 8 kms. from Rawanjna Dungar, a station on the 
Western Railway, lhat the railway siding from Rawanjna 
Dungar station to the Phallodi quarries has been com 
structed and is maintained by the complainants at their 
own cost, that from the year 1953 till about 1958, the 
respondent used only one locomotive for movement of 
empty wagons to the quarry sidings and the loaded 
wagons from the quarry sidings to the cement factory 
at Sawai Madhopur, that the respondent was levying 
siding charges for hauling the wagons between 
Rawanjna Dungar station and the quarries, at the rate 
of Rs. 70/- per trip based on the time taken by a 
single locomotive, that from the year 1958 traffic in 
limestone increased and the respondent railway started 
using an additional locomotive for hanking purposes 
only, that while no additional charges were levied for 
the use of the second locomotive till July, 1961, on or 
about 14th July, 1961, the respondent advised that the 
siding charges have been increased to Rs. 138/- per 
trip payable from the date on which the second loco- 
motive had begun to work, that the second locomotive 
is being used by the respondent railway for its own 
convenience since a single locomotive can haul upto 
80 loaded wagons and that there is no justification for 
increasing the shunting charges, that in spite of repre- 
sentations, the respondent advised in August 1965, 
that siding charges will be levied for two engines, but at 
80% only and demauded payment of Rs, 2,56,210.50 
by 1-9-1965. 

That while the actual distance between the quarries 
and the facto! y is about 24 kms. the respondent is un- 
reasonably charging for 40 kras., that since the siding 
from Rawanjna Dungar station to the quarries was con- 
structed and is maintained by the Complainants ut their 
own cost, the levy of maintenance charges is unreason- 


able, that over the quarry siding there is a double charge 
: incc siding charge is collected in addition to the freignt 
lor 40 kms. whereas the entire distance from the quar- 
ries to the factory including the siding portion is only 
about 24 kms. and hence the levy of siding charge is 
unreasonable, that the additional levy of siding charges 
at 20% whenever the shunting at the quarries is done 
by the train engine is unreasonable, that the respondent 
has a statutory duty to atford all reasonable facilities 
for receiving, forwarding and delivering traffic, and is 
bound to maintain the sidings at their own cost. 

And whereas the complainants have prayed for (1) 
A declaration by the Tribunal (a) that any siding and/or 
shunting charges over the quarry siding are unreasonable; 
<h) in any event such charges cun only be on the basis 
of one locomotive for the actual time taken for the 
.shunting operation in the quarry’s internal siding, with- 
out imposition of any additional charge if the train 
engine does the shunting (2) restraining the respondent 
from collecting the sum of Rs. 2,56,21.0.50; (3) direct- 
ing the respondent to refund all the excess charges col- 
lected; (4) directing the respondent not to levy any 
maintenance charges in respect of the quarry siding; 
(5) giving effect to the reliefs from the date of the 
complaint; and (6) awarding costs to the complainants. 

And whereas it is thought that there may be persons 
who are not on record but have the same interest in 
the proceedings as the complainant or respondent above 
named. 

This public notice is therefore given under Rule 19(3) 
and (4) of the Railway Rates Tribunal Rules, 1959, so 
that any person who desires may petition the Tribunal 
within 30 days of the publication of this notice, for 
leave to intervene in support of or opposition to the 
reliefs sought in the complaint or be added on the side 
of the complainant or the respondent setting forth the 
grounds of the proposed intervention, the position and 
the interest of the petitioner in the proceedings or the 
grounds for being added as a party in the said case.
